Newsboys Lined Up to Go to Theater 
F all iii Deadly Crush at M asonic 
Tem ple. 


Stairway Was F illed , Hoys in Lower 
Hank Stum bled am! O thers 
Fell Upon Them. 


Indianapolis. April 18.—Four news­ 
boys were crushed to death and a 
score or more injured, some seriously, 
in a strangely fateful accident last 
evening in the stairw ay of the Ma­ 
sonic Temple. 
All toe boys ranged in 
age from nine to sixteen years. 
The 
dead — Ed 
Morrisey, 
twelve 
years old, 832 E ast Maryland street; 
Louis 
Scheigert, 
aged 
fifteen, 
G21 
Downey avenue; Floyd Poland, aged 
eight, 815 Sanders street; Homer Wil­ 
k in s o n , aged eleven, 1336 Kappus 
street. 
The boys had been invited to attend 
a play as a treat to the newsboys of 
the city. 
During the day they had 
been given tickets and were gathered 
in Masonic Temple to receive seat 
checks. 
The accident was caused by the 
innocent play of some of the boys 
while 
coming 
down 
the 
stairway. 
Those in front were pushed over, and 
the boys who were pushing at the rear 
of the crowd caused the others to fall 
over the front rank. 
In an instant 
there was a gn at mass of struggling 
boys reaching from the landing half 
way up the stairs to the doorway fac­ 
ing the sidewalk. 
So tightly were the little fellows 
wedged in that men who ran to their 
assistance from the street were una­ 
ble to j)ulI any of uicm out without 
the breaking of arms or legs. 
The 
pile of humanity was compelled to 
remain there, with the exception of a 
few boys w’ho were on the top of the 
pile, until the men entered the build­ 
ing by the side entrance and made 
their way to the second floor. 
From 
there the men rescued the boys as 
quickly as possible. 
In spit** of ti.** 
ready assistance of a score of willing 
hands, many of the little fellows were 
crushed beneath the pile of suffering 
and 
bleeding humanity. 
The 
boys 
were carried back to the second floor 
of the Masonic building and physi­ 
cian* were summoned from all over 
ti;** city. 
The city hospital and dis­ 
pensary am bulances w*ere used and 
the patrol wagons were pressed into 
service. 
The boys had gone to the Masonic 
hall to get seat-checks to a perform­ 
ance at the Unique theater as the 
guests of a patent medicine company. 
During the day the tickets were dis­ 
tributed to the boys with instructions 
to go to the hall for the seat checks, 
and m arch from there to the theater. 
It was a happy, orderly crowd of 
little fellows that assembled in the 
place, and they soon turned in a body 
to go out, all supplied with their seats. 
They 
marched to the head of the 
stairs aud started down in a romping 
m anner. 
The trouble started when 
some of the boys immediately behind 
those In the front rank placed their 
hands on the shoulders of those In 
front of them and began lifting them ­ 
selves up. 
It was great sport for an 
instant, to be followed by the terrible 
scene.
